Revreaentaiion.- 

The discussion t^ac has; ariseh^^from 
our proposition to reform the represen- 
tation of the Province ia an encourag- 
ing sign of the interest that is felt iu 
tho^^vahcemonl of the'pblitiistil in- 
Btitutidusfef.'the pountry. The remarks 
■we offered on the suhject somat, weeks 
ago were tbrowu out as suggestions; 
and we were quite prepared to see 
counter suggostioua offered tbrougb 
the Press that would at least bear the 
stamp of practicability. Certainly, tbe 
principal object wo Imd in view in cre- 
ating the discuBsiou was to secure a 
represontativo for Caasiiir and an ad- 
ditional member for Nanaimo. It is a 
notowortby fact tbat tbe two surviving 
organs of the late Government bave 
expressed the opinion tbat Cnssiar ia 
not entitled to ropiesentiitlou; and 
they have not been slow to point out 
other distriota tbat sbould have at 
least one member in addition to Ibeir 
present number. The longer denial 
of representation to Cassiar would be, 
to say tbo k-ast, an outrage that ought 
not to be tolerated iu a country where 
reaponsible iuhtituiious are in vogue, 
and outside of the few adherents of 
the late Government iu tbo House we 
feel certain it will meet with no sup- 
port. With respect to a redistribution 
of seats, no general scheme of the kind 
can be carried out until the term for 
which theprebeutParliameui, was e ect 
ed shall-liave' expired. No aotion of 
tue House can affect the seat of a 
member so long as he does not resign 
it voluntarily or shall not have incurred 
any of the disabilities moutioDed in 
the Act. A writer in the "Froo Press" 
attacks our scheme to amalgamate 
Oomox with tbe upper part of Nanai- 
mo District. Bat bo goes beyond us 
ia liberality in conceding two members 
to Cassiar. He also advocates a 
redistribution of seats on the Main- 
land. To sustain .his . proposi- 
tion and make it palatable the- writer 
produces what he calls tbo nuujber of 
voters copied from the olUciiil list for 
1874. The numbor ou the I.sland is 
correctly given; but that of the Main- 
land is in every instance misstated. 
Yale, foriBatance«<.he sets at 161,when 
that year it had 262 votes recorded; 
New Westminster at 403, when it had 
but 378; Cariboo at 3i33, when it had 
381; Kootenay at 23 when it had 3'2; 
L.llooet at 145 when it bad lGU,und so 
on. When the data on which an ar- 
ticle is based is incorrect, Ihe whole 
orjrument mustcrumble. But putting 
aside tbe incorrectness of bis figure-, 
tbo proposition of the writer amoun;s 
to a redistribution of seats which, as 
we have already explained, however 
desirable, cannot be secured until the 
expiration of the present Parliament; 
BO that to adopt his plan would be to 
deny Cassiar her rights for four years 
longer. In the plan proposed by us, 
should a vacaucy occur iu the repre- 
sentation of any lower countiy district 
now over-represented a seat might be 
.transferred from it to Cassiar without 
disturbing the "political equlibriuiu" 
of Mainland and Island. There ro- 
inains another course open to the 
House, however, which may meet with 
favor. It is to increase tbe auml)er of 
members by creatiug one for Cassiar 
and another for Ni«naiino, and post- 
poning consideration of a schi^me for 
redistiibution until the eve of the 
£«xb general election. 

Tbe Scliool QaeMtion. 

Our local contemporary ha? shown 
good sense iu retiring from tiio discus- 
sion of the School Question — lui intol 
lectual tilt in which it would havi; 
reaped neither honor nor prolit, and 
might bave caused soiiie of its so-call- 
ed readers to "write" it "ilcvn an 
ass." The Westuiiustcr " Hciald" ou 
Saturday, in the course of a nam by 
pamby article, approaches the subject 
in a gingerly manner, aud trie.s tu 
saddle the faults that it thinks e.xist 
in thi school systi'm on the buv itsolf. 
Its spleen against the Hu;)oriiit('iideiit 
ie illconcealed, however, and siiflicieut 
is sail to arouse the sUHpicion that if 
it dared &ai had the abi ity it wuiilil 
rake that olBcer fore and aft for tiie 
prompt manner in wliic'n lin oui-iioa 
out the behest of tbo Board of Edu- 
cation to re-instate a lady teacher who 
bad been poraecutod aud rcmovod 
from the position of public school 
teacher at Westminster. Now, wo 
are far from believing our educational

i ! ELEPHANTS AT TVOEK. 

A corrospondont of tho Now York 
"Observer" writes: 

"I was surprised to witness tbe in- 
telligonce of some of thoao useful ani- 
iiiiiLs. They are employed oa tbe pub- 
lic works, and tiioir enormous strength 
enables thorn with apparent ease to 
draw stones of great may^nitiulo, and, 
what is uioro, to place them where 
needed. Thoy uro usejj iu tho con- 
Htructipn of bridges, and will work in 
the water all day. They will push a 
utono iiH carefully ns a gang of men. 
It, is interesting tu see these Lugo aui- 
luals niovo about until they get a se- 
cure place to stand , and then oxnrt 
thoir (unuzing ptreugLh in moving a 
stone jnst us the innson" ' waves his 
hand. Jn the liii-ge timber yards of In- 
dia these useful uniuial.q are very exten- 
sively u.sed. It is only needful to watch 
one for a little while to bo satisfied of 
tbo wonderful strength as well assagacity 
of theso animals. They are employed in 
drawing and tilting tlio huge logs used in 
Hliij'building. They will draw largo logs 
over very rough roads. Thoy will take up 
ti log weighing two tons on their tusks 
luid hold it in its place with their pro- 
boscis, and carry it with apnarontly more 
eusu than fifty coolies would. When one 
of these sagacious animals has 
brought you a log from a pile, you 
may spnd him for tbo next log .by mero- 
by-poititiog at it, aud he will toil patient- 
ly all day and mako piles of logs and as 
nicely as a gang of men could do. Thoy 
uro "always very careful not to injure their 
tusks, e.speciaUy not to break them near 
tho head. One man, who bad alargelnm 
ber and tinil>er yard, said it took over a 
year to teach his elephant tho lumber 
bubi .('Ss; bat. he added, bo never forgot 
it. TMu'-iO trained elephants will sell in 
India from live hundred to three tbou- 
sano nii)ee.s ea(di, depending upou tho 
sagat'ity of tiie animal."

Had the attempt boon 
successful, it would have resulted in the 
destruotton of all the records and othor 
pnblio documents and as a furious galo 
was blowing from tho north, a sweeping 
conflagration might have followcil. 

An evident attempt at defrauding tho 
ouatoms has been discovered, iu wbioh 
29 casbs of opium and 10 caacs of silks 
received by the steamer Alaska from 
China, last December, were supposed to 
have been transferred in bond on board 
the Colorado for Panama and tho neces- 
sary vouchers wore liled in tbe custom 
house, but were in reality retained in this 
city for shipment to the interim'. Att u- 
tion was called to tbo matter by the dis- 
covery of the packages of silks iu ques- 
tion in tho Oriental warchouso, wboro 
thoy had boon stored by some blunder of 
parties to the swindle. Special Navy 
Agent Mills is of tbe opinion that the 
practice prevails to a considerable extent.

Among thon\unorous rumors provalon t 
as to the irregular practice in tho custom 
and revenue departments ou this coast, 
there are some to the effect that extensil e 
frauds are perpetrated on tho custom 
house in tho shipment of dutiable goods 
to New York anil S ui Franoiaco from Pi.- 
nami by Paoilio Mail steamors, manifests 
making it appesir that such goods aro 
sbippffd through from Han Francisco to 
Now YorK and vino versa, conaequontly 
froo of duty. No complioity is attached 
to tho Paoiflo Mail Company, but it is 
understood that there it collusion be- 
tween tho shippnra, coosignooa and sub- 
ordinato ollieiula of the company. 

-Tbo Chron- 
icle this morning pnbliblu s what purports 
to bo a lengthy expose of tho defalcation 
of Jeff.
